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1, I received a call from Mr. Nolan, secretary of the National Capi- 
tol Park and Planning Commission, on 23 March, at which time Mr. Nolan 
stated that the Commission had disapproved the construction of an extension 

on M Building. 

2, Mr. Nolan read to me a letter on this subject which the Commission 
has dispatched to the Bureau of the Budget with a copy to the Public Build- 
ings Administration. The statements in this letter indicate that their 
decision is based on an NSRB directive limiting further construction in 
Washington and also based generally on current policy determinations along 
these lines which have been approved by the President. The letter included 
a suggestion that other activities be removed from the Washington area to 
make more room for CIA without specifying what activities might be moved.
